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Summary 


The  value  of  U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  set  a  new  high 
of  $517.9  million  in  calendar  year  19&9?  reversing  the  downward  trend  of  the 
last  2  years.    The  value  of  1969  exports  was  up  21.5  percent  from  the  $1+26 . 1 
million  of  1968  owing  mostly  to  larger  pork  shipments  to  Japan  and  Canada  and 
greater  cattle  hide  exports  to  Japan  and  the  USSR. 

Tallow  and  greases  were,  in  the  past,  the  leading  livestock,  meat,  and  meat 
product  export  item  in  terms  of  value,  with  hides  and  skins  a' close  second. 
In  1969  these  positions  were  reversed,  with  hides  and  skins  pulling  ahead  to 
become  the  leading  export  earner. 


The  value  of  U.S.  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  product  imports  continued  its 
upward  trend  in  1969*  setting  a  new  record  of  $1,187. 2  million.    The  value  of 
1969  imports  was  7.5  percent  above  the  $1,103.9  million  of  a  year  earlier,  due 
to  greater  boneless  beef  imports. 


Exports 

The  major  U.S.  livestock  exports  in  order  of  importance  are  animal  byproducts, 
red  meats,  and  finally,  live  animals. 

In  calendar  year  19^9^  exports  of  animal  byproducts  were  valued  at  $397.7 
million — up  more  than  $50  million  from  the  previous  year.    In  terms  of  value, 
hides  and  skins  "became  the  leading  byproduct  export  in  19^9?  replacing  tallow 


and  greases,  the  traditional  leader.    Hide  and  skin  exports  in  1969  were  valued 
at  $151.7  million — up  25.6  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    Most  of  the  increase 
in  value  was  attributed  to  greater  cattle  hide  exports  to  Japan  and  the  USSR 
as  well  as  higher  per  unit  prices.    In  19&9?  cattle  hide  exports  to  Japan 
totaled  6  million  pieces — up  0.7  million  from  1968.    Cattle  hide  exports  to 
the  USSR,  at  1.2  million  pieces,  were  up  0.8  million.    During  the  same  period, 
the  per  unit  price  of  cattle  hide  exports  increased  from  $7.55  per  piece  to 
$8.69  per  piece. 

Tallow  and  greases  were  the  No.  2  byproduct  exported  in  terms  of  value.  Ined- 
ible tallow  is  the  principal  commodity,  and  in  19&9*  exports  were  valued  at 
$127.1+  million,  up  slightly  from  the  $122.7  million  of  a  year  earlier.  The 
increase  in  value  resulted  from  higher  prices,  since  the  quantity  exported, 
1>773.^+  million  pounds,  was  down  ik.k  percent.    Japan  remains  the  major  market 
for  inedible  tallow,  even  though  exports  to  that  country  fell  by  more  than  50 
million  pounds  to  Ull.5  million  in  19&9- 

Lard  exports  in  19&9  reversed  their  downward  trends  in  both  value  and  quantity 
exported.    This  reversal  was  a  result  of  the  initiation  of  the  U.S.  Lard 
Export  Payment  Program  in  January  19&9  to  counteract  the  export  subsidies  paid 
by  the  EC  and  to  regain  the  United  States'  fair  share  of  the  U.K.  market.  The 
Export  Payment  Program  provides  for  payments  to  U.S.  exporters  for  shipments 
of  lard  to  the  United  Kingdom.    For  the  first  week  of  the  Export  Payment  Pro- 
gram (Jan.  13-17)  the  subsidy  was  set  at  2  cents  per  pound.    This  rate  con- 
tinued until  the  week  of  August  15  at  which  time  it  was  reduced  to  1  cent  per 
pound  following  a  reduction  in  the  EC's  export  subsidy  from  3.35  cents  per 
pound  to  2.95  cents.    The  EC  further  reduced  its  subsidy  on  November  1  to 
about  2.50  cents  per  pound  and  again  on  February  1,  1970,  to  2.3  cents. 
Throughout  this  time,  the  U.S.  rate  remained  1  cent  per  pound.    U.S.  lard 
exports  in  1969  were  valued  at  $25. k  million  and  totaled  261.5  million  pounds, 
compared  with  $1^.3  million  and  175.3  million  pounds  a  year  earlier.  Exports 
to  the  U.K.  totaled  186.5  million  pounds --up  over  80  million  pounds  from  the 
105.6  million  of  1968. 

Red  meats  are  the  second  largest  category  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  product 
exports.    Red  meat  exports,  at  $93-9  million,  set  a  new  record  in  1969.  The 
value  of  red  meat  exports  was  up  51. 5  percent  from  the  previous  year,  and  the 
volume,  at  190.0  million  pounds,  was  up  U5  percent.    Almost  all  of  the  in- 
crease in  value  came  from  larger  pork  exports  to  Japan  and  Canada..    In  19&9 
Japan  took  56.5  million  pounds  of  fresh  or  frozen  pork,  compared  with  only 
23.6  million  the  year  before,  and  Canada  took  55.2  million  pounds,  compared 
with  31.^  million  in  1968.    Exports  of  fresh  or  frozen  beef  and  veal— the 
second  largest  category  of  red  meat  exports  in  1969 — were  up  slightly  both  in 
value,  to  $17.8  million,  and  in  volume,  to  l6.8  million  pounds.    The  Bahamas, 
purchasing  7.5  million  pounds,  remained  the  largest  market  and  Canada  placed 
second,  with  purchases  of  3.7  million. 

The  value  of  live  animal  exports  ranks  behind  byproducts  and  red  meats  in 
importance.    Cattle  and  calves  are  the  primary  live  animal  export,  valued  at 
$16.7  million  in  1 96 9— up  9.9  percent  from  the  level  of  a  year  earlier.  How- 
ever, the  quantity  of  exports,  at  3^,1°°  head,  was  down  U.5  percent.  Thus, 
the  increase  in  value  was  caused  by  higher  prices  rather  than  an  increase  in 
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volume  exported.    Mexico  and  Canada  are  the  largest  markets  for  cattle.  In 
1969,  cattle  exports  to  each  of  these  countries  were  below  their  year-earlier 
levels . 

Imports 

The  major  U.S.  livestock  imports,  in  order  of  importance,  are  red  meats,  by- 
products, and  live  animals. 

In  calendar  year  1969*  red  meat  imports  were  valued  at  $8^+9.7  million — over 
$115  million  above  their  year-earlier  level.    Imports  of  boneless  beef,  the 
major  red  meat  import,  in  19&9  totaled  98^.6  million  pounds — up  10.2  percent 
from  the  previous  year- -and  represented  almost  5k  percent  of  the  total  value 
of  red  meat  imports. 

Imported  boneless  beef  is  used  primarily  to  manufacture  processed  meat  prod- 
ucts and  to  supplement  domestic  supplies  produced  from  the  lower  slaughter 
grades — canner,  cutter,  and  utility.    U.S.  production  of  this  type  of  meat  has 
not  kept  pace  with  rising  domestic  demands  as  fed  beef,  since  the  early  1950' s> 
has  continued  to  account  for  an  increasing  proportion  of  domestic  beef 
production.    Australia  and  New  Zealand  supplied  almost  70  percent  of  the  bone- 
less beef  imported  in  19^9?  with  1+82.1  million  pounds  supplied  by  Australia, 
and  203.7  million  pounds  by  New  Zealand.    Mexico,  Ireland,  Canada,  and  the 
Central  American  countries  are  the  other  major  suppliers  of  this  product. 

Animal  byproducts  were  the  second  most  important  livestock,  meat,  and  meat 
product  import  in  1969.    Valued  at  $21^.1  million,  byproduct  imports  were  down 
almost  $1*0  million  from  their  1968  level.    Most  of  the  decline  was  in  the  wool 
category,  the  most  important  animal  byproduct  import.    In  19^9?  wool  imports, 
valued  at  $119.1  million,  were  down  l8  percent  from  the  $1^+5.3  million  of 
1968.    The  quantity  of  wool  imports  totaled  only  189.2  million  pounds,  com- 
pared with  2k9.k  million  in  1968. 

Cattle,  mostly  stockers  and  feeders  from  Canada  and  Mexico,  are  the  principal 
live  animal  import.    In  19&9?  cattle  imports  were  valued  at  $103  million — up 
5.7  percent  from  the  level  of  1968.    Mexico  shipped  810,500  head  in  1969  and 
Canada  231,300  head,  compared  with  1968' s  702,500  head  from  Mexico  and 
336,000  head  from  Canada. 

Ouxlook  for  1970 

During  1970,  the  United  States  will  continue  to  be  an  important  trader  of 
livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products,  moving  greater  quantities  into  inter- 
national markets  at  higher  prices.    The  value  of  both  exports  and  imports  is 
expected  to  continue  upward  this  year.    For  the  first  8  months  of  1970,  the 
value  of  U.S.  exports  was  up  12.2  percent,  and  the  value  of  imports  was  up 
1^.9  percent. 

Greater  tallow  and  grease  shipments  account  for  a  large  proportion  of  the 
increase  in  the  value  of  U.S.  exports  thus  far  this  year.    For  the  first  8 
months  of  this  year,  exports  of  tallow  and  greases  were  up  1+1.3  percent  in 
value  to  $127  million.    The  volume  of  inedible  tallow  exports — the  major 
category  of  tallow  and  grease  exports — was  almost  12  percent  above  the  year- 
earlier  level  and  is  expected  to  be  up  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
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Pork  exports  in  1970  have  reverted  to  their  traditional  levels  following  pro- 
duction recoveries  in  Canada  and  Japan,  the  two  largest  markets  in  1969.  Pork 
exports  through  August  totaled  only  29.6  million  pounds,  compared  with  97.6 
million  last  year. 

Lard  exports  for  the  first  8  months,  at  236,6  million  pounds,  ran  52.7  percent 
above  the  level  a  year  ago.    If  lard  exports  continue  to  average  29.6  million 
pounds  each  month  for  the  remainder  of  1970,  they  will  exceed  350  million 
pounds  for  the  year.    This  export  level  will  be  the  highest  since  the  196k  high 
of  682  million  pounds. 

Red  meats  are  expected  to  account  for  most  of  the  increase  in  the  value  of 
U.S.  imports  in  1970.    Through  August,  red  meat  imports  were  up  10.6  percent 
by  volume  and  20.6  percent  by  value.    Most  of  the  increase  was  in  the  boneless 
beef  category,  imports  of  which  through  August  totaled  733.1  million  pounds, 
compared  with  668.2  million  a  year  earlier.    The  volume  of  total  red  meat 
imports  is  expected  to  be  up  by  about  10  percent  this  year. 

Imports  of  fresh,  chilled,  or  frozen  beef,  veal,  mutton,  and  goat  meats  are 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  196^  Meat  Import  Law.    Last  year  imports  of 
these  meats  totaled  1,08*4-. 1  million  pounds.    On  January  12,  1970 ,  the  major 
supplying  countries  agreed  to  a  voluntary  restraint  program  which  would  limit 
U.S.  imports  of  meat  subject  to  the  Law  to  l,06l.5  million  pounds.  On 
June  30,  the  President  invoked  quotas  under  the  Meat  Import  Law,  but  simul- 
taneously suspended  them  because  of  over-riding  economic  conditions.    At  this 
time,  a  new  voluntary  restraint  program  was  announced  at  l,lk0  million  pounds. 

On  October  75  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  announced  that  the  current  estimate 
of  meat  imports  subject  to  the  Law  was  1,160  million  pounds.    The  increase  of 
20  million  pounds  was  based  largely  on  revisions  in  the  estimated  imports  from 
Canada,  which  is  not  a  participant  in  the  voluntary  restraint  program. 

An  interesting  development  thus  far  in  1970  has  been  the  increasing  quantity 
of  beef  and  veal  imports  for  consumption  entering  in  the  form  of  prepared  cuts 
(TSUS  No.  107.6020).    Prepared  cuts  are  not  subject  to  the  auspices  of  the 
Meat  Import  Law.    For  the  first  8  months  of  1970,  U.S.  imports  of  prepared 
beef  cuts  totaled  9.7  million  pounds,  compared  with  only  1  million  last  year. 
Of  the  9.7  million  pounds  imported,  Honduras  supplied  k2  percent  and  Nicaragua 
3^  percent. 

Live  cattle  imports  are  currently  running  about  200,000  head  above  the  537, 50*+ 
head  recorded  for  the  first  8  months  of  1969»    Most  of  this  increase  came  from 
March  through  June,  following  Mexico's  decision  to  export  300,000  head  of 
heifers  to  the  United  States,  as  a  result  of  a  continued  drought.  Previously, 
Mexico  had  permitted  the  export  only  of  steers  and  bulls. 

As  a  result  of  improved  feed  conditions  in  western  Canada  and  favorable  U.S. 
prices,  more  Canadian  hogs  have  been  moving  to  the  United  States  this  year. 
Through  August,  imports  of  these  animals  totaled  i+8,302  head,  compared  with 
only  7,003  head  in  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.    The  Dominion  Bureau  of 
Statistics  reported  that,  as  of  September  1,  1970,  Canadian  hog  numbers  were 
estimated  at  7,326,000  head— up  20  percent  from  last  year's  level.    If  current 
shipments  continue,  live  hog  imports  from  Canada  will  probably  total  over 
70,000  head  this  year.  .
